Highlights 


Production of bituminous coal and lignite in the week ended FebrtiajY 18, 
1984, as estimated by the Energy Information Administration, was 

18.090.000 short tons. This was an increase of 591,000 short tons, or 3.4 
percent from production in the previous week. Production in the 
corresponding week of 1983 was 15,180,000 short tons. Bitumixraus coal and 
lignite production from January 1 through February 18, ,_1984 totaled 

114.498.000 short tons, 10.6 percent above production in the sanU period 


Production of Pennsylvania anthracite in the week ended Februciry 18, 1984 
as estimated the Energy Information Administration, was 90,000 short 
tons, an increase of 3,000 short tons or 3.4 percent from production in 
CQ week. Production in the corresponding week of 1983 was 

59,000 short tons. Anthracite production froti January 1 through February 

, 1984, totaled 571,000 short tons, 33.7 percent above production in the 
same period of 1983.

Weekly 
coal production estimates are based on current trends in weekly rail carloadings 
of coal and current coal production trends as reported in Coal Distribution 
(Form EIA-6), monthly and quarterly coal production reports from State mine 
agencies, and Coal Production Annual (Form EIA-7a).
